Shotgun Accident 


Authorities at the Holy Cross 
hospital in Calgary have describ¬ 
ed as “satisfactory” the condition 
of Blaine Middleton, 15, son nfr 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Middleton, 
Vulcan district farmers, who was 
shot in the right hand and side in 
the Parkland district Friday. 

Middleton was shot -when .his 12- 
gauge shotgun accientally dis¬ 
charged while he was trying-to 
free a cartridge which had Jam¬ 
med in the breech. 

Two other Vulcan boys, Don 
Chow and Roger Roebuck, sum¬ 
moned help and the injured youth 
was taken to Vulcan municipal 
hospital where emergency treat¬ 
ment was given toy Dr. -A. D. 
1 ompkins. Then he was taken to 
Calgary's Holy Cross hospital by 
Starr's Ambulance and it was 
lcaed at first that he might lose 
his- right hand. However, the 
many friends of the Miiddleton 
family here are happy to. know 
that .Blaine now appears to be 
making a good recovery.
